The first inspection tour of the com­ 
missioners of the Dixie hig hway over 
the route from Chicag o to Miami term i­ 
nated recently in Miami. While it can­ 
not be said that the commissioners 
found a twelve months’ road—that is. 
a hig hway easily used the year around 
—all the way they did find wonderful 
prog ress in road building along the en­ 
tire way, and in many considerable 
stretches the hig hway is already ideal. 
Several members of the touring party 
stated that the Dixie hig hway in its 
entirety is in as g ood condition as the 
Lincoln hig hway was at the time of 
the first inspection tour over it, if not 
better. 
It m ust be 
considered, 
of 
course, 
in this 
connection that the 
Dixie hig hway has not nearly as much 
mileag e as the Lincoln hig hway. 
The work which has already been 
done furnishes a basis for the perfec­ 
tion of the hig hway which is most ad­ 
vantag eous. 
It is assured from the 
present condition of the road and the 
tremendous interest that 
has been 
taken in its construction th at one year 
more will see a twelve m onths’ road. 
That it should be such a hig hway is 
absolutely necessary before the ideal 
and the purposes ui>on which the con­ 
ception of the hig hway was founded 
can be realized. 
There are two principal purposes 
back of the construction of the hig h­ 
way. One is for the economic benefit 
of the localities throug h which the roail 
runs. The hig hway in its present con­ 
dition is passable, but not in all in­ 
stances in such condition as to allow 
the transportation of crops to market 
at the minimum cost. 
The other purpose is for the benefit 
of tourists of the north coming south 
arid for tourists of the south g oing 1 
north. The advantag e now7 is g reatly j 
in favor of the tourists g oing north i i [ 
the summer and, owing to several Lad 1 
sections, offers less advantag e as a 
w hole to tourists coming south, be- 
j 
cause winter weather puts the roads in \ 
worse condition. 
Aside from the convenience of tour­ 
ists 
motoring

Georg ia arid Florida are to derive a ' 
g reat financial benefit from a perfected j 
hig hway. Florida in particular is pe­ 
culiarly dependent ui>on tourists’ trade.!

prohibition 
bills 
would be introduced in both houses of 
Congress, The general belief here is 
that the District of Columbia will be 
made a saloonless town, if the ques­ 
tion comes to a vote. 
Chairman Webb, of the House Ju ­ 
diciary Committee, probably w’ill in­ 
troduce the bill for the national pro­ 
hibition amendment. 
The lineup of 
the House Judiciary Committee, of 
which Representative R. Y. Thomas, 
Jr., is a member, was favorable to a 
report of the bill, in the opinion of Mr. 
Dinwiddie. 
Senator Sheppard, of Texas, al­ 
ready has introduced the prohibition 
bills in the Senate. 
If it is impos­ 
sible to get a direct report on the 
District of 
Columbia 
bill, S enator 
Sheppard indicated today he will irv 
the expedient of putting prohibition 
legislation as a rider on the annual 
district appropriation bill, the prep­ 
aration of which already 
luis been 
begun by Representative Ben John­ 
son, chairman of the House District 
of Columbia Committee. 
The Jones- 
Woik excise law, under which dis­ 
trict saloons are now limited to 300, 
was railroaded through the Senate 
and House as a rider on an appropri­ 
ation bill.

likely to pass, 
but it appears probable that it will 
1>< forced to a vote in the House, if 
not in the Senate.

lov e to Israel as a p eop le is ev ery - j believ able record it is that such a God 
where set forth, and briefly sum m a­

In Ex . iv , 22, He said, “ Israel is my 
son, my firstborn.” 
In Deut. v li, 6-8 , 
He said, “The Lord thy God hath 
chosen thee to be a sp ecial p eop le unto 
H im self abov e all p eop le.” and the only 


of lov e should receiv e such treatm ent 
from those whom He so lov ingly ami 
p atiently seeks to win to Himself that 
H e may bless them and bestow up on 
them His fullness! 
Those who hav e 
this world’s wealth to bestow hav e no 
difficulty In finding willing recip ients, 
reason giv en is “Because the Lord j but the great God, the Creator of 
lov ed y ou.” 
Of course H e ex p ected 
them to lov e Him in return (Deut. v i, 
4, 5), and it was their failure to do so, 
and their lov ing idols in Ills stead that 
griev ed Him.

He ev er re­ 
minded them that He brought them out 
of the land of Egy p t and tha t He alone 
was their Sav iour (x iii, 4; Isa. x lili, 3, 
II); but he had to say , “My i>eop le are 
bent to backsliding from me. 
O Israel, 
thou hast destroy ed thy self” (v erse 7;

them back to Him is seen in such 
words as these, “How shall I giv e thee 
up , Ep hraim ?

ly ” (v erse 8 ; chap ter x iv , 1, 4).

can scarce get a hearing and receiv es 
only ingratitude from thase for whom 
H e does so much. 
Why does He bear 
with such a p eop le and not blot us 
from off the earth, as He did in the 
day s of Noah? 
Because He is God 
and not man, and not willing that any 
should p erish (v erse 9 ; II Pet. ill, 9 ). 
lie so lov ed the world that H e gav e 
Ills only begotten .Son that we might 
not p erish. 
The Son of God lov ed me 
and gav e Him self for me. 
H e bore 
my sins in His own body on the cross 
that 1 might be deliv ered from the 
w rath to come (John iii, 10; Gal. ii, 
20; I Pet. ii. 24; 1 Tliess. i, 10). 
W hat kind of a 
hard, ungrateful 
heart must I hav e if such lov e does 
not constrain me to liv e no longer unto 
my self, but unto Him who so lov ed 
in<>? 
W hether in Israel or in believ ers 
now, (he heart is alway s the same, de­ 
ceitful and desp erately wicked 
But 
He Is ev er ready to receiv e and for­ 
giv e all who truly turn to Him, and 
when the backslider comes to himself 
and 
returns 
to 
his 
Father, 
ev en 
though in rags and filth, there is a 
hearty welcome for him, with no up ­ 
braiding. 
Neither of those sons in 
Luke x v knew their father, neither the 
one that sp ent all on himself nor the 
one 
who 
remained 
at 
home 
and 
thought that he did his duty . 
The 
wanderer knew him better after his 
lov ing 
welcome 
home. 
The 
dum b 
brutes know their m asters better than 
God’s p eop le know Him (Isa. i, 2, 3). 
W e v ainly think to p lease Him by sac­ 
rifice and offering, but we cannot until 
we hav e first allowed Him to hav e 


mercy up on us (líos, v i, G; Matt, ix , 
13). 
Our own doings beset us about 
and keep us from turning to God (IIos. 
v , 4; v ii, 2). 
But when we cease from 
our own doings, hav ing seen the folly 
of them, and turn help lessly to Him, 
then He abundantly p ardons and giv es 
Himself wholly to us, and such lov e 
constrains us to wait on Him.
